Letters are coming to The Star 


office in growing volume com- 
plaining of the breakdown in 
postal delivery since the ter- 
minal and sorting section were 
moved from Hope Post Office to 
Oaklftwn Station Post Office on 
the west side of Texarkana. 


Aft occasional letter takes us to 


task, although The Star goes to 
press on time and has no more 
control over postal operations 
than you do. Once we put the 
papers in the mail the delivery 
problem is the government's. 


You have been reading almost 


daily in this column the trouble a 
newspaper has—caught between 
angry subscribers and an un- 
workable government delivery 
system. 


What's needed is a united front 


of RFD patrons to compel the 
government to switch the ter- 
minal and sorting section back to 
Hope. Pod Rogers, the cir- 
culation manager, and I were at 
Oaklawn Post 
Office 
late 


Tuesday afternoon to observe the 
arrival of the mail truck from 
Hope and watch the sorting 
operation. Except for the four 
Hope routes and Nevada county 
all local mail copies of The Star 
are trucked to Texarkana, 
sorted, and distributed from 
there. 


We observed the procedure, 


warned the postal authorities we 
would give them the rest of this 
week to straighten out the 
trouble—but came away with the 
depressed feeling it will never be 
straightened out unless the 
terminal and sorting section are 
restored here. 


Whether our action will be a 


suit in federal court, or merely a 
petition, isn't clear at this 
moment. But we'll make a 
decision next week—and will ask 
Hope-Hempstead County 
Chamber of Commerce and local 
firms to join us in whatever 


'"•!. actions seems most feasible.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cit- 


ing an increase in the number 
of veterans needing medical 
cafe, the House Appropriations 
Committee today approved a 
record $11.87 billion to finance 
the Veterans' Administration 
for the fiscal year 1973. 


It included that amount in a 


$19.71-billion appropriation bill 
sent to the House floor for con- 
sideration next week. 


Other large allotments were 


$3.34 billion for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration and $3.71 billion for 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Affairs. 


The allotment for veterans' 


programs is $941.5 million more 
than Congress voted for the 
present fiscal year and $54.58 
million more than the President 
requested 
for 
medical pro- 


grams. 


The committee said it recom- 


mended the medical increase to 
support a higher patient load in 
VA hospitals—an average of 
not less than 85,500 patients per 
day Instead of 83,000 proposed 
by the administration. 


It wrote into the bill a re- 


quirement that the VA follow 
the higher committee figures 
and operate 98,500 beds to take 
care of peak loads. It also in- 
sisted on an average 
staff- 


patient ratio of 1.49 staffers for 
each patient. It called for cor- 
rection of personnel programs 
"hindering the efforts to hire 
and retain sufficient high quali- 
ty staff in the medical pro- 
grams." 


Public Use 
Project for 
Millwood 


The Tulsa District, Corps of 


Engineers, today invited bids for 
the construction of public use 
facilities at Millwood Lake on 
Little River near Ashdown. 


Bids will be opened June 8 and 


the cost of the work, which is to 
be complete in 210 days, is ex- 
pected to be between $25,000 and 
$100,000. Bids are solicited from 
small business concerns only.

cleared a bill to put new curbs 
on the sale of handguns. But 
what types of pistols will be 
covered is yet to be resolved. 


Sen. 
Birch 
Bayh, 
D-Ind., 


chief sponsor of the bill, said 
the measure is aimed at halting 
the manufacture and sale of all 
concealable handguns not de- 
signed for strictly sporting pur- 
poses. 


But Sen. Roman L. Hruska of 


Nebraska, the subcommittee's 
ranking 
Republican member, 


said he favors the sale of hand- 
guns for any lawful purpose, in- 
cluding self-defense. He said 
the subcommittee action was 
taken with the understanding 
that he and Bayh would try to 
work out exactly what kind of 
weapons will be covered. 


Under the 1968 gun control 


act passed after the assassina- 
tion of New York Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, imports of hand- 
guns are barred unless they are 
determined by the secretary of 
the Treasury to be suitable for 
lawful sporting purposes. 


The criteria, such as barrel 


length, 
weight, caliber 
and 


safety devices, are established 
by Treasury regulations.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


, AP) — More attacks on Prot- 
estants in Northern Ireland in- 
creased the prospect today of a 
violent backlash which police 
say the Irish Republican Army 
is trying to provoke. 


More than 20 
Protestants 


were wounded, three Protestant 
homes were destroyed and 30 
were damaged, three Protes- 
tants were kidnaped and one 
apparently 
was 
tortured 


Wednesday in the IRA's contin- 
uing terror campaign to unite 
Protestant-dominated Northern 
Ireland with the Roman Catho- 
lic Irish Republic. 


"The IRA is absolutely set on 


provoking a backlash, an up- 
rising," said a police spokes- 
man. "It didn't get it today, but 
God knows what it will do to 
get it tomorrow. It's getting 
worse all the time." 


A British soldier was killed 


during the night in a guerrilla 
attack at Crossmaglen, a vil- 
lage near the border of the 
Irish Republic, and the bullet- 
riddled body of a civilian was 
found on the outskirts of Bel- 
fast. 


The soldier was the 329th 


death recorded since British 
troops were sent to Northern 
Ireland in 1969 to stand be- 
tween the warring Roman 
Catholics 
and 
Protestants. 


About 14,500 now patrol this 
troubled British province. 


"If the Protestants do go out, 


they will not waste their power 
on half measures," one source 
said. "And they will go if it 
looks like Britain is preparing 
to break its word and give in to 
the IRA fight to get Ulster out 
of the United Kingdom. If Brit- 
ish soldiers leave the streets, 
the Protestants will rise." 


A hundred soldiers ringed the 


Catholic Turf Lodge district of 
Belfast Wednesday where the 
three 
kidnaped 
Protestants 


were being interrogated by IRA 
men. The troops warned they 


would invade the area unless 
the captives were set free. 
They were, but the IRA hit. A 
sniper 
with a high velocity 


automatic rifle pumped bullets 
into a crowd of Protestant 
workers leaving a factory. Four 
men 
and 
a woman were 


wounded. 


A bomb planted in a car ex- 


ploded in a Protestant street 


and 16 people were taken to a 
hospital. A 20-yearH3ld Protes- 
tant youth was shot in the 
thigh. 
Police said a member of the 


Ulster Defense Force, the Prot- 
estant militia, was released 
after 24 hours of captvitiy by 
IRA guerrillas. His hands were 
burned, apparently by lighted 
cigarettes, they said. 


Hempstead Second in 
Highway Accidents 


The Police Services Division in 


its Monthly Statistical Review 
reported today that 62 persons 
died in traffic fatalities during 
the month of April. According to 
State Police figures this is 4 more 
deaths than were recorded over 
the same period a year ago. 


Captain 
Milton 
Mosier, 


District Commander, of the Hope 
District for the Police Services 
Division said that 6 persons died 
during the month of April on 
Arkansas Highways in the Hope 
District. Counties in the District 
recording deaths were Little 
River with 2 deaths, Hempstead, 
Howard, Lafayette, and Miller 1 
each. Clark, Nevada, Pike, and 
Sevier were free of traffic 
fatalities during the reporting 
period. 


Mosier said troopers in the 9 


county area investigated 98 
accidents. Clark County ex- 
perienced the highest accident 
rate during April recording 20 
accidents, followed by Miller 
County with 14 accidents, Little 
River and Sevier 13 each, 
Howard 11, Hempstead 10, 
Nevada 9, Pike 7, and Lafayette 
1. 


The report indicated excessive 


speed was the leading con- 
tributing cause in the accidents, 
followed by failure to yield the 
right of way, and driving while 
under the influence of alcohol. 


The 62 deaths during April 


occurred in 51 fatal collisions. 
Statewide Troopers investigated 
1096 accidents during the month 
of April.

coalition of civil-rights liberals 
and antibusing forces in Con- 
gress is threatening to undo a 
hard-won compromise on an 
$18.5-billion higher-education 
bill. 


Both groups object to antibus- 


ing provisions added to the bill 
by House and Senate confer- 
ees—one said, because it thinks 
they go too far and the other 
because it thinks they don't go 
far enough. 


Whether there are enough 


votes in the middle to save the 
bill—the most sweeping higher- 
education bill ever considered 
in Congress-depends in large 
part on the Republicans. 


House 
Republican 
Leader 


Gerald R. Ford of Michigan, 
who holds the key to the GOP 
response, declined to commit 
himself Wednesday when the 
conference agreement was an- 
nounced. 


"There 
are 
many, 
many 


questions to be answered and 
until they are, I am going to 
reserve judgment," said Ford. 


One unanswered question is 


what position the Nixon admin- 
istration will take. A White 
House lobbyist in chatting with 
newsmen indicated the price of 
administration support will be 
congressional action on Presi- 
dent Nixon's own antibusing 
proposals. 


One of Nixon's bills would fix 


remedies the courts could apply 
in desegregation cases, per- 
mitting busing only as a last- 
resort, temporary measure. It 
also would provide extra funds 
for inner-city schools as an al- 
ternative 
to 
desegregating 


them.

It takes 1,509 to be nominated 


at the July 10 Miami Beach 
convention. 


McGovern people are talking 


about having 1,200 to 1,300 dele- 
gates secured after the last pri- 
mary in New York June 20. 
That would leave him within 
reach of a first-ballot nomi- 
nation. 


The big prize that could put it 


over for McGovern or keep 
Humphrey alive is California's 
June 6 primary where the win- 
ner takes all 271 delegates. 


Humphrey is strong in Cali- 


fornia. So is McGovern. 


Wallace, 
who may 
have 


peaked Tuesday, has no place 
left to go where he will find the 
ingredients of Southern voters 
or volatile anti-busing senti- 
ment which have featured in 
his victories so far.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 


Adrian "Texas Dolly" Doyle 
had two aces in the hole. He 
confidently shoved his last re- 
maining chips, 
worth $7,500, 


into the pot. 


Another 
Texan 
was 
even 


more confident. With only one 
card left to be dealt, John Moss 
of Odessa had three deuces. He 
matched the bet and the pot 
was $25,000. 


Although the odds were 28 to 


1 against it, the dealer turned 
over the final card. It was an 
ace. Doyle raked in the $25,000. 


The hand was only one of 


hundreds being dealt to eight 
professional gamblers in the so- 
called World Series of Poker 
here. Sometime in the next few 
days, one of the eight will 
break the other seven and col- 
lect $80,000. 


Each paid $10,000 to join the 


annual game at Binion's Horse- 
shoe Casino. 


They sat at a kidney-shaped 


poker table. In front of each 
stood piles of black chips, each 
valued at $100. 


The game is called "Hold- 


em" a variation of seven-card 
stud. Each player is dealt two 
cards, face down. Five more 
cards are dealt in the center of 
the table, face up. The winner 
is the gambler who produces 


the best five-card poker hand. 


As each player losses his 


$10,000 stake, he drops out. 
Eventually, only two players 
will remain, with $80,000 on the 
table. They'll play until only 
one has all the money. 


"This is a different kind of 


poker," 
one 
observor 


noted."But these men know 
how to play it. They don't get 
tired and they can play for 
three days without getting ab- 
sent-minded or groggy. They've 
been playing all their lives."

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) - 


George C. Wallace's momen- 
tum might carry him through 
the remaining Democratic pres- 
idential primaries with the help 
of volunteer stand-in speakers. 
But carrying on a third-party 
campaign involving more in- 
tense activity might be too 
much for the wounded candi- 
date. 


The Alabama governor, par- 


alyzed from the waist down, at 
least temporarily, has 323 dele-

Convention, not nearly enough 
to win the nomination but more 
than enough, he has said, to 
keep any other candidate from 
winning on the first ballot. 


Wallace might use his dele-1 


gates to attempt to influence 
the writing of the party plat- 
form; and he has not ruled out 
a try for the vice presidential 
nomination. 


Or, if he feels that he is mis-1 


treated at the convention, he 
might make another third-party 
try as he did in 1968 when he 
won five states. Victories this | 
year in five presidential pri- 
maries and second places in 
three others demonstrate he is 
a threat. But he was shot down | 
in Laurel, Md., Monday at a 
campaign rally and now is in a 
Silver Spring hospital. 


Mickey Grittin, a campaign 


coordinator, says Wallace could 
get on the ballot as a third-par-1 
ty candidate again in nearly ev- 
ery state "if we put all our ef- 
fort into it, if we really tried."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Prof- 


its of corporations rose $5.6 bil- 
lion in the first three months of 
the year, the biggest increase 
in a year, the Commerce De- 
partment said today. 


The department said the in- 


crease brought before-tax prof- 
its of companies to a record 
$91.6 billion at a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate. 


The increase came despite 


curbs on profit margins estab- 
lished by the Nixon adminis- 
tration when the Phase 2 eco- 
nomic controls went into effect 
last November. 


The rise was far short of the 


$11 billion increase in profits 
recorded in the first quarter of 
1971, but the record may be 
better since profits at that time 
rebounded from the General 
Motors strike. 


Discounting last year's arti- 


ficial rise in profits, the in- 
crease was the largest quarter- 
ly step-up in profits since the 
first quarter of 1969. 


The bulk of the profit rise 


was in manufacturing and was 
concentrated 
in 
businesses 


which make durable 
goods. 


Higher earnings were particu- 
larly evident in the automobile, 
machinery 
and 
metals 
in- 


dustries. 


The department also released 


a revised first-quarter report 
on Gross National Product, out- 
put of the nation's goods and 
services, and it showed that the 
economy fared slightly better 
than had first been reported a 
month ago. 


GNP market value of the na- 


tion's goods and services rose 
12 per cent at an annual rate 
instead of the originally an- 
nounced 11.8 per cent. 


Inflation advanced at an an- 


nual rate of 6 per cent, down 
from the earlier figure of 6.2 
per cent, and the economy ac- 
tually grew at a rate of 5.6 per 
cent 
when inflation is dis- 


counted. 


The new report showed con- 


sumers began to open their 
pocketbooks at a greater rate 
in the first three months of the 
year, as the personal savings 
rate declined to 7 per cent of 
disposable personal income. 
This figure was 7.8 per cent in 
the last three months of 1971.

Sale 
BOSTON (AP) — The board 


of directors of the Boston Her- 
ald Traveler, one of the Hub 
City's three major daily news- 
papers, is expected to meet to- 
day to consider sale of the 
newspaper to the Hearst Co. for 
$8.6 million, sources within the 
newspaper said. 


Neither officials of the Her- 


ald-Traveler Corp., owners of 
the 125-year-old morning daily, 
nor officials of Hearst, which 
publishes the all-day Boston 
Record American and Sunday 
Advertiser, would comment. 


The city's three commercial 


television stations reported the 
sale on their evening newscast 
Wednesday. All said they had 
learned of the pending sale 
from reliable sources. 


Sale of the Herald Traveler, 


which has been in financial 
straits since the mid-60s, will 
involve the newspaper's plant 
and its name, the sources said. 


The future of nearly 1,000 


Herald Traveler employes was 
uncertain, but the source said 
they would not be automatical- 
ly employed by Hearst. 


Harld E. Clancy, president of 


the 
Boston 
Herald-Traveler 


Corp., could not be reached for 
comment. All major editors of 
the newspaper said they would 
have no comment.

Disarmament 
Conference 
at Dead End

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


second of the stated U.S. goals 
for the Geneva disarmament 
conference, 
conventional-arms 


trade, is dead at least for this 
year. American 
officials say 


the United States has run out of 
concrete proposals. 


The officials say none of the 


various U.S. approaches to con- 
trolling arms trade, some dat- 
ing back to the Johnson admin- 
istration, has made any prog- 
ress. 


This means that of the three 


priority items set out by the 
Nixon administration 
for the 


disarmament conference, two 
are dead for the foreseeable fu- 
ture. The conventional-arms is- 
sue has joined the proposed 
comprehensive test-ban treaty 
in the Geneva pigeonhole. 


According to American dis- 


armament experts, only a 
chemical-warfare 
agreement 


stands any chance with the 
Committee on the Conference 
of Disarmament which opened 
its current six-month session in 
February. 


The comperhensive test-ban 


treaty fell this year, as it had 
in the past, in the constant 
U.S.-Soviet dispute over on-site 
inspection. 


Over the past years, the 


United States has proposed sev- 
eral schemes to control con- 
ventional-arms trade, which to- 
tals more than $5.9 billion a 
year and accounts for four- 
fifths of the world's military 
expenditures. 


The latest and most active 


American proposal was a con- 
cept first put forth in 1972 un- 
der which regional groupings of 
nations would work out limits 
to the amounts and types of 
arms they would buy. 


This would require the pur- 


chasing nations to exercise the 
primary restraint rather than 
the major suppliers—the United 
States, 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 


France and Great Britain. 


However, with some minor 


exceptions, none of the nations 
in the key regions—the Middle 
East, Latin America, 
South 


Asia, Africa, Southeast Asia- 
has shown any interest, the 
American officials say. 


Although the American ex- 


perts maintain the United 
States already exercises self-re- 
straint in arms sales, they ac-

CDC Cites Need for 
Polio Immunization 


ATLANTA, 
Ga. (AP) 
— 


Pockets of unvaccinated chil- 
dren in many of the nation's 
big cities could cause an in- 
crease in polio cases during 
1972, the National Center for 
Disease 
Control 
reported 


Wednesday. 


"There are substantial num- 


bers of children who aren't 
immunized, particularly in hard- 
to-reach ghetto areas," said the 
center's Dr. Michael Gregg. 
"Fortunately, there have been 
no large outbreaks." 


The CDC reports the per- 


centages of those never have 
been immunized against polio 
are considerably higher in pov- 
erty areas and among nonwhite 
children. 


"We're likely to have some- 


where in the neighbor hood of 
25 to 45 cases this year," Gregg 
predicted. "But no one is wise 
enough to know what the year 
will bring. We don't know all 
the factors that make an epi- 
demic or quiet year." 


There were 19 reported cases 


of polio in the United States 
last year. Five cases have been 
reported to the CDC so far in 
1972. California reported two 
cases, and Texas, Florida and 
New York each reported one. 


The CDC last year expressed 


concern 
that 
immunization 


against 
polio generally 
has 


been on the decline. At that 
time, the center said low num- 
bers of polio cases apparently 
had caused a lack of emphasis

status of pedestrian may involve 
duties as well as rights. Thus: 


A woman climbed down from 


a trolley car and started jaywalk- 
ing toward an opposite corner. 
Struck and injured by a passing 
taxicab, she later sued the cab 
company for damages. When the 
company pointed to an ordi- 
nance against jaywalking by pe- 
destrians, the woman replied: 


"Until 1 reached the sidewalk 


1 was siitl a passenger, not a 
pedestrian. Therefore, the ordi- 
nance against jaywalking did not 
apply to me " 


Howe\er, 
the court

down her excuse The judge said 
her status changed from passen- 
ger to pedestrian at the moment 
she goi off the trolley.

the causes of crime, not merely 
the effects." 


Pryor told a rally in this Oua- 


chita County town that "unless 
you get to the roots of a prob- 
lem, you will always have the 
worry." 


Pryor is one of three candi- 


dates opposing McClellan's re- 
election bid in the 
May 30 


Democratic primary. 


Pryor told the audience that 


in 1967 McClellan opposed a 
study by the senator's own Go- 
verment Operations Committee 
that investigated the causes of 
civil disorders. Pryor said that 
In the same year McClellan op- 
posed a measure that would 
train young people to assist po- 
licemen in law enforcement, 
and that in 1970, McClellan 
voted against increasing funds 
for the Bureau of Prisons. 


"Earlier this week the people 


of this country witnessed anoth- 
er senseless act of brutality," 
Pryor said. "It is evidence of a 
rampant crime wave." 


"I ask you to decide for your- 


self how truly committed Sen. 
McClellan is to the elimination 
of violence and disorder in this 
country. I ask you to decide for 
yourself how truly committed 
he is to the people of Ar- 
kansas." 


Pryor also said the gover- 


ment has grown beyond the 
people it should represent. He 
said it was no wonder that 
abuses like the tax structure 
occur. "They are voted in — 
and continued — by the men 
who have lost touch with their 
constituents," 
Pryor 
said. 


"Abuses occur only to the man 
of low or average income. You 
never hear that large corpo- 
ratons are oppressed by gover- 
ment control."

Dear Reader—Of course 


you would like to participate 
in some sports, but I really 
think you had better rely on 
your doctor's judgment, be- 
cause he knows all the de- 
lails of your problems.

From the ground you can 


generally detect areas where 
shingles have been damaged 
or torn off. Detection from 
indoors comes about when 
the roof starts to leak. 


Water may run along the 


inside slope of the roof before 
it drips to the floor. From 
the attic on a sunny day you 
should be able to see where 
light is entering. Run a wire 
through the opening so you 
can spot it from outside. 


Asphalt shingles are in 


widest use and are easiest to 
repair. Loose shingles can be 
taken care of with a few dabs 
of asphalt cement under- 
neath. Then nail down with 
roofing nails and cover the 
nail 
heads 
with 
m o r e 


cement. 


If the shingle needs re- 


placing, carefully lift up the 
one above it and pry up the 
exposed 
nails. 
When you 


have the nails out, slide out 
the damaged shingle and put 
in a new one.

them. Put some asphalt ce- 
ment on the nail heads and 
press the new shingle down. 


Avoid working with as- 


phalt shingles during cold 
weather. They get brittle. 


Wood shingles must be 


split and the pieces removed. 
Use a hacksaw blade to cut 
out the old nails. Slide a new 
shingle in place. Hammer it 
into 
place 
protecting the 


edge with a piece of wood so 
the hammer doesn't damage 
it. Drive nails through the 
space between the shingles 
above the new one. 


Slate shingles are best left 


to a roofer, who has the tools 


to do the job. 


Flat roofs are generally 


covered with roll roofing and 
are easy to repair. The first 
signs of trouble are small 
cracks and these can be re- 
paired by spreading plenty 
of asphalt compound. 


Large cracks or bulging 


areas can be repaired with a 
patch cut from roll roofing. 
Remove loose pieces. Cut the 
bulge so that the material 
lies flat. Apply asphalt ce- 
ment. Put the patch on and 
nail in place, then cover with 
more cement. Seal the edges.
